Murray Offers Plan To Pool 


Auto Industry Facilities

WASHINGTON. Dec. 23—Presi­ 
dent Philip Murray of the CIO an­ 
nounced today he has submitted to 
President Roosevelt a plan designed 
to produce 600 all-metal pursuit 
planes a day by pooling the entire 
facilities of the automobile indus­ 
try. 
The plan Is based in a survey by 
Walter P. Reutber of CIO’s United 
Auto Workers union to determine 
the possibilities of applying mass 
production methods to the manufac­ 
ture of airplanes. 
The survey, Murray's announce­ 
ment said, indicated that less thsn 
60 percent of the facilities of the 
automobile industry are in use. 
The Reuther survey advances the 
theory that the basic motor produc­ 
tion and stamping machinery of 
the nation’s automobile plants can 
be adapted to mass production of 
airplanes and also held that there 
is an adequate supply of labor to 
handle the mass production of both 
automobiles and complete airplanes. 
Murray said the 500-a-day plane out­ 
put can be achieved in six months. 
The plan contemplates spreading 
out the production of automobiles 
over a 12 month period instead of 
concentrating their production dur­ 
ing peak months of the fail, win­ 
ter and spring.

They are being told on the one 
hand that businessmen as a class 
have little to fear from the defeat 
of Oreat Britain and the triumph 
of the totalitarian powers and on 
the other hand they are being told 
they have a great deal to fear 
from the government controls and 
the taxes which will be Imposed at 
home if this country Ii to mobil­ 
ize fully Its Industrial power. 
They are being told to be fright­ 
ened about the sacrifices which 
defense requires and to be compla­ 
cent at the prospect of the defeat 
of Great Britain. 
Before It la too late, It must be 
said that complacency about the 
defeat of Great Britain will place 
the

businessman

For lf Great Britain 
is defeated—either by direct con­

tarian Europe—the only private In- 
duitrtallita left In the world will 
be the American businessmen.

HERE are no businessmen left 
on the continent of Europe;

Britain

necessity will pass completely out 
of the bands of Its private owners 
and private directors.

sels In a single day. 
London denied the claim, but 
simultaneously adm itted a loss of 
323.157 tons of British. Allied and 
neutral ships In the month ended 
Nov. 24. This approached the aver­ 
age monthly loss of about. 500.000 
tons during 1917, the worst year of 
the World war, but was still less 
than half or the 881,000 tons sunk 
In April. 1917. 
The British shipping problem is 
to avert a repetition of the con­

darkest 
period of the W orld war for Eng­ 
land. In this war, German m eth­ 
ods of attack on shipping have 
been Improved greatly by use of 
airplanes to spot victims and« to 
des’roy them with bombs when 
no Nazi subm arine is in the vicin­ 
ity to do the job. 
British methods of protection, on 
the other hand, are not known to 
have Improved a t all. Main depen­

Goddess of Liberty.” the magazine 
comments. 
Attendance figures for November 
were 42 peicent over those of No­ 
vember of last year. An all-time 
record was set last Labor day 
when 9.211 persons visited the Is­ 
land. Many of the visitors are na­ 
tive New Yorker*, contrary to the 
tradition that natives rarely take 
In the sights visitors put first on 
their “m ust” list.

Army Reports Ample 
Volunteers For Air Corps

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 — After 
encountering 
difficulties 
earlier 
this year, the army air corps now 
is signing ap an ample number of 
volunteers for training as fliers. 
War department officials report­ 
ed today that more than twice as 
many young men as needed have 
qualified to complete a class of I,- 
600 fledgling pilots who will start 
training Jan. 2. 
More than 2,100 others will pro­ 
vide a backlog for another group 
to enter scattered primary training 
schools five weeks later. 
But other hundreds of volunteers 
between 20 and 27 must come for­ 
ward weekly, officials said, to as­ 
sure adequate numbers of fliers. 
Maj. Gen. Henry H. Arnold, depu­ 
ty chief of staff, has disclosed that 
the possibility of lowering stand­ 
ards is under consideration, includ­ 
ing the use of enlisted men as well 
as youthful commissioned officers 
as pilots. 
As a part of the vast accelera­ 
tion of defense efforts, pilot train­ 
ing Is being accelerated toward a 
rate of 7,000 a year, and next sum­ 
mer the objective will be raised to 
12,000 or more.. 
An intensified recruiting cam­ 
paign. employing advertising on a 
national scale, Is one explanation 
of the existing surplus. Another is 
that the training 
has 
not 
been 
speeded up according to schedules. 
The January class was 
to 
have 
numbered 2,400, but had to be re­ 
duced because of delays in deliv­ 
ering training planes.

Noted Writer Of Flapper Era 


Stricken At Hollywood 


Br Th* AittcitUil Pm*. 
HOLLYWOOD, Dec. 23 — F. 
Scott Fitzgerald, 44, novelist, short 
story writer and scenarist, died ai 
his Hollywood home Saturday. 
Fltigerald. author of “This Side 
of Paradise”, came to Hollywood 
In 1937. He adapted his "The Great 
Gatsby" for the screen, did the 
scenario 
for 
Erich 
Remarque’s 
•Three Comrades” and other film 
work. 
He suffered a heart attack three 
week ago. 
"This Side of Paradise” ap­ 
peared in 1920 when Fitzgerald 
was 24, a year after he left the 
United States army. He had quit 
Princeton university in his senior 
year to go into service as a sec­ 
ond lieutenant In the 45th Infan­ 
try. 
The hero, Amory Blaine, of 
"This Side of Paradise” was some­ 
what a composite of "All the Sad 
Young Men” of the unsettled post­ 
war "flapper" era and the novel 
became a sort of social document 
The term "all the sad young 
men” was employed six years later 
as the title of a Fitzgerald short 
story collection. 
Acclaimed for his first novel. 
Fitzgerald soon wrote "Flappers 
and 
Philosophers”. 
Then 
came 
"The Beautiful and Damned” lo 
1922.

That argum ent also has been 
potent in moving wives and young 
children to the safer parts of Eng­ 
land. 
A next door neighbor of mine 
wqa a kind m otherly woman who 
lived alone. 
Her husband died of 
natural illness In September, 1939. 
Some months later her only com­ 
panion, her daughter, was married 
and h a d 'to follow her husband to 
service posts. 
Even her aged pet 
dog died. 
There was no reason 
why she should rem ain In a bom­ 
barded area. so she went to live 
with friends In the country. 
My daughter’s school chum lived 
down the street with her widowed 
mother. The mother is an English 
woman who married a Canadian 
soldier in the previous war, fol­ 
lowed him to Canada but returned 
home after his death some years 
ago to live on an Income at home 
with her two daughters. One m ar­ 
ried. 
She held on at home with 
the other until the blitz was weeks 
old and a bomb had fallen in her 
front yard. 
Finally she asked her­ 
self why she was remaining in 
Lindon to risk death or to become 
a possible liability. 
So she went to the other side 
of the Island.

out in some furious and igfscap 
able holocaust there would still be 
enough of London outside of Lon­ 
don to move in immediately and 
make the ••business as usual" signs 
continue to mean what they gay.
